Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  a  report  for 
the  year  1954.  Several  improvements  have  been  made  cov- 
ering regular  and  routine  business,  such  as  repairing  and 
improving  sidewalks,  resurfacing  and  extending  black  top- 
ping of  our  streets  and  roads.  A  sidewalk  was  completed 
on  Bridges  Avenue,  with  a  portion  of  the  finance  being 
graciously  given  by  the  Warren  Steam  Pump  Company, 
Inc.  It  is  anticipated  this  year  that  a  sidewalk  will  be  con- 
structed the  full  length  of  South  Street  in  Warren,  in  order 
to  provide  safety  for  pedestrians,  especially  children,  walk- 
ing to  and  from  the  bathing  beach  at  Comins  Pond. 

New  railings  have  been  installed  in  some  sections  of 
Warren  and  West  Warren.  Southbridge  Street  was  taken 
care  of  this  year,  making  it  much  safer  for  pedestrians  as 
well  as  improving  the  street. 

There  were  no  major  projects  started  this  year,  but 
much  of  our  time  has  been  taken  up  with  the  construction 
of  the  highway  on  Route  67  between  Warren  and  West 
Warren.  Our  Board  recently  requested  plans  for  recon- 
struction of  Route  67,  from  the  East  Main  Street  Bridge, 
to  Pond  Hill  in  West  Brookfield,  and  we  look  forward  to 
action  being  taken  on  same. 

We  have  attended  several  meetings  on  the  Toll  Road 
construction,  and  understand  this  road  will  go  through  the 
southern  part  of  Warren.  Due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
possibility  that  the  Toll  Road  will  require  further  recon- 
struction of  Brook  Road  into  another  location,  we  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  re- 
quested permission  to  use  the  balance  of  the  money  on 
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Southbridge  Road.  We  received  an  extension  of  funds 
from  the  Commissioners,  allowing  Chapter  90  work  on 
Southbridge  Road  in  Warren,  to  be  extended  insofar  as 
the  funds  were  available  under  our  Contract  15344. 

We  also  attended  a  meeting  in  Worcester  with  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  regarding  repairing  the  South 
Street  Bridge  in  West  Warren.  We  have  been  informed 
that  the  Board  of  Commissioners  have  made  a  tentative 
grant,  contingent  upon  local  action,  in  the  amount  of 
$6,000  from  the  State,  $3,000  from  the  County,  with  the 
sum  of  $3,000  to  be  provided  by  our  Town,  to  take  care 
of  the  repairs  of  the  bridge. 

We  have  petitioned  the  County  Commissioners  for  a 
final  layout  of  High  Street,  West  Warren,  to  No.  4  Village. 

The  Fire  Department  has  requested  a  new  Fire  Pump- 
er to  replace  the  1922  Seagraves  now  being  used,  and  we 
look  forward  to  favorable  action  being  taken  this  year. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and  gratitude  to  our 
townspeople,  and  all  Departments  in  the  Town,  for  their 
kind  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

We  herewith  submit  a  report  for  the  Department  of 
Veterans'  Services  for  the  year  1954.  Benefit  expenditures 
for  veterans,  and  dependents  of  veterans,  amounted  to 
$6,321.49.  This  included  ordinary  care,  fuel,  medical,  eye 
glasses,  and  hospitalizations.  All  cases  were  approved  by 
our  Acting  Commissioner  William  E.  McNamara  of  the 
Boston  Office,  and  our  Town  Treasurer  will  be  reimbursed 
with  fifty  percent  of  the  total  by  the  State. 

Our  office  processed  applications  for  state  bonus,  ser- 
vice allotments,  compensation,  burials,  insurance,  abate- 
ments, pensions,  etc.  Photostats  have  been  made,  finger 
prints  taken,  and  veterans  have  been  set  up  for  job  train- 
ing and  schooling  programs,  which  envolves  a  great  amount 
of  detail  work,  as  well  as  telephone  contacts. 

Hospitalizations  have  been  taken  care  of  without  de- 
lay, and  we  are  very  fortunate  to  receive  unlimited  co- 
operation from  the  Veterans'  Administration  Hospitals  in 
Boston,  and  the  Soldiers'  Home  and  Hospital  in  Holyoke. 
The  Cushing  Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  in  Fram- 
ingham  is  no  longer  in  operation  for  veterans,  and  has 
recently  been  transferred  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
the  State,  and  will  be  used  in  the  future  by  the  State  for 
elderly  mentally  ill  patients. 
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I  will  continue  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Selective 
Service  Board  171,  Spencer,  and  registrants  are  still  being 
taken  care  of  through  our  office  daily.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 
January  1,  1954  —  December  31,  1954 

To  the  Trustees  and  Members  of  the  Library  Association : 

As  a  teacher  compares  a  child's  work  with  it's  own 
work  of  the  previous  day  rather  than  with  the  work  of  an- 
other child  so  ought  we  to  look  and  see  if  our  library  is 
improving  and  striving  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  in 
the  community  rather  than  comparing  it  with  other  lib- 
raries, entirely.  I  believe  we  are  beginning  to  meet  this 
need  more  fully. 

The  total  attendance  was  5,542  an  increase  of  958 
over  1953  and  the  total  circulation  of  books  was  6,928  an 
increase  of  1,046  over  the  previous  year. 

Total  books  purchased  for  circulation  162 
Total  gift  books'  36 
Total  books  borrowed  from  Div.  of  Library  Ext.  316 
Librarian  tools  purchased — 1  Standard  Library 
Catalogue  1950-53  with  supplements  to  1957.  For 
reference  room — 1954  supplement  and  binder  to 
the  World  Book  Encyclopedia  and  other  book 
guides,  etc.  These  reference  room  materials  and 
library  tools  which  need  to  be  renewed  each  year 
will  not  be  recorded  in  future  reports. 

There  was  one  new  magazine  subscription,  The  Ameri- 
can Girl  and  the  subscription  to  Parent-Teacher-Magazine 
was  dropped.  If  there  is  a  demand  for  this  again  we  will 
resubscribe  to  it. 
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The  children's  chairs  and  browsing  table  placed  in 
the  reading  room  the  first  of  the  year  are  being  used  by 
the  little  folks  and  the  older  boys  and  girls  are  beginning 
to  read  at  the  larger  table. 

A  new  magazine  rack  has  been  placed  in  the  reception 
hall  where  the  magazines  can  be  seen  readily  and  taken 
down  for  perusal  in  the  reading  room.  The  shelves  form- 
ally holding  the  magazines  are  now  used  to  display  the 
children's  books.  We  still  hope  for  book  cases  along  that 
wall. 

The  new  lights  installed  in  the  reading  room  last  year 
have  been  a  boon  to  the  librarian  and  to  patrons  using 
the  reading  room.  These  and  the  children's  section  in  the 
reading  room  have  been  the  cause  of  much  favorable  com- 
ment. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  on  the  roof,  the  bulk- 
head has  been  rebuilt  and  new  window  shades  placed  in 
the  reading  room. 

Mr.  Albert  Hoffey  was  hired  as  janitor.  The  many 
years  of  faithful  service  by  the  former  janitor,  Mr.  Lyn- 
wood  Bridges,  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Story  Hour  was  continued  this  summer.  The  at- 
tendance of  the  primary  group  was  good  but  due  to  a  con- 
flict with  the  summer  recreation  program  the  older  group 
will  have  to  be  discontinued  unless  a  different  arrangement 
can  be  made  next  year. 

One  morning  a  few  weeks  preceding  Easter,  34  child- 
ren met  at  the  library  where  the  librarian  told  them  the 
story  of  the  Easter  Egg  Tree,  demonstrated  the  blowing 
of  eggs  and  explained  the  painting  of  them.  At  Easter 
time  the  children  brought  in  their  handpainted  eggs  and 
hung  them  on  the  Egg  Tree.  This  is  a  custom  we  would 
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like  to  see  continued.  It  is  not  too  early  for  the  children  to 
be  gathering  plans  for  next  Easter. 

In  October  United  Nations  Week  was  observed  by  dis- 
play of  posters,  pamphlets  and  booklets  explaining  the 
work  of  the  UN  and  recipes  for  foods  famous  in  the  var- 
ious countries. 

The  Florida  exhibit  was  enjoyed  by  both  children  and 
adults.   Other  exhibits  will  be  on  display  in  1955. 

During  Book  Week,  Mr.  Harrington,  the  elementary 
school  principal,  exhibited  in  the  class  rooms  the  jackets 
to  the  newly  purchased  books.  This  stimulates  the  child- 
ren's interest  more  than  reading  the  titles  from  the  news- 
paper. 

We  are  continuing  to  cover  the  books  with  Plasti- 
Kleer  covers.  Although  this  adds  a  bit  to  the  cost,  it  helps 
prolong  the  life  of  the  binding  and  keeps  the  books  look- 
ing clean  and  attractive. 

One  library  minded  person  has  started  a  project  of 
covering  the  juvenile  books  which  have  soiled  and  unsight- 
ly covers.  This  is  done  with  attractive  wall  papers.  As  this 
project  wasn't  started  until  December  a  complete  report 
will  be  made  next  year. 

As  registration  increases  each  year,  there  will  be  a 
need  for  more  books  and  more  books  call  for  more  money. 
Gift  books  may  be  one  way  to  solve  this  problem.  Many 
of  the  classics  need  to  be  replaced.  Possibly  there  are 
those  who  have  new  editions  of  the  classic  they  no  longer 
wish  to  keep.  Through  the  generosity  of  one  family  there 
has  been  no  need  to  buy  mystery  and  detective  books  this 
year. 

The  book  committee  would  like  to  replace  many  of  the 
out  moded  books  in  the  reference  room. 
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The  stack  and  reference  rooms  need  to  be  cleaned  and 
painted  to  correspond  with  the  reading  room.  This  will 
brighten  the  whole  downstairs  area. 

The  rooms  upstairs  need  much  attention,  such  as  plast- 
ering, cleaning  and  painting. 

Again  we  sincerely  thank  those  business  concerns  and 
all  individuals  who  have  given  of  their  time,  gifts  and  tal- 
ents to  help  make  the  library  a  more  progressive  one.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  gen- 
eral accounts  of  the  town  of  Warren  for  the  period  from 
December  1,  1952,  and  of  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and 
tax  collector  from  March  19,  1953,  to  August  26,  1954, 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to 
me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Ac- 
counts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
general  accounts  of  the  town  of  Warren  for  the  period 
from  December  1,  1952,  and  of  the  accounts  of  the  treas- 
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urer  and  tax  collector  from  March  19,  1953,  the  dates  of 
the  previous  audits,  to  August  26,  1954,  and  report  thereon 
as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked, 
and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports  and  the  rec- 
ords of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  ledgers  were  ana- 
lyzed, the  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
town  meeting  records  of  appropriations  and  transfers  vot- 
ed, and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  August  26,  1954  was  prepared  and  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  ana- 
lyzed and  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town, 
and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  by  the  treasurer 
were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  ac- 
countant's books. 

The  cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  treas- 
urer's cash  balance  on  August  26,  1954  was  proved  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  fur- 
nished by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes 
and  the  county  retirement  system  were  examined  and 


94 


checked,  the  payments  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue 
and  the  county  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  title  transactions  were  examined 
and  checked. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the 
custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the 
income  being  proved  and  the  disbursements  being  veri- 
fied. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  ex- 
amination and  all  subsequent  committments  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  of  the  assessors  com- 
mitting the  accounts  for  collection.  The  collector's  cash 
books  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  town  and  dis- 
trict treasurers  were  compared  with  the  treasurers'  cash 
books,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  obtained 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and 
district,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  pemits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  fire  and  health 
departments,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  State  and  the  town  being  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  of  the  various  town  officials  re- 
quired by  law  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found 
bo  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weight  and  measures  and 
of  the  public  welfare,  veterans'  services,  school,  and  cem- 
etery departments  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's 
and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax 
title,  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules 
showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Warren: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  approval  my  fourth 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  thirty-second 
published  Annual  Report  of  the  Warren  Public  Schools. 

The  objective  of  the  Warren  Public  Schools  is  to 
meet  the  sensitive  needs  of  all  the  children,  of  all  the 
people  in  the  communities  that  comprise  Warren  and  West 
Warren.  In  developing  the  needs  of  children  it  is  neces- 
sary that  an  educational  program  be  devised  which  per- 
mits the  child  to  develop  according  to  his  capacities,  in- 
terests and  needs.  It  is  our  aim  to  make  school  a  place  at 
which  he  is  helped  to  solve  problems  which  are  real  and 
vital  at  his  present  stage  of  experience  and  maturity. 
Adults  should  realize  that  school  is  not  property,  a  prac- 
tice field  of  cramming  pen  where  children  are  prepared 
to  begin  to  live  after  they  reach  adulthood.  Education  is 
a  composite  program  which  involves  the  child  as  a  whole 
in  the  community,  at  home  and  in  the  school. 

It  is  important  that  all  who  come  in  contact  with 
children,  whether  directly  or  indirectly,  be  sensitive  to 
their  capacities  and  needs.  Children  are  not  small  adults, 
they  are  children.  Their  emotional  and  social  wants  and 
needs  are  those  of  children  and  cannot  be  gauged  by 
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adults  standards.  In  meeting  these  needs  it  is  important 
that  instructional  methods  and  tools  be  of  the  very  best. 

It  is  as  important  in  education,  as  it  is  in  any  factory 
or  business,  that  equipment  be  functional  and  efficient.  Just 
as  industry  is  constantly  moving  ahead,  whether  it  be  in 
the  area  of  new  machines  or  new  plant  space,  education  is 
constantly  on  the  move. 

The  acquisition  of  modern  instructional  texts,  new 
science  equipment,  new  shop  benches  made  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  John  Rainka,  new  typewriters,  maps  and 
globes,  filmstrip  projector  and  film  strips  plus  other  in- 
structional aids  have  assisted  in  teaching  children.  The 
Warren  and  West  Warren  Schools  are  fortunate  and  grate- 
ful in  the  acquisition  of  modern  texts  and  instructional 
aids. 

The  teaching  staff  in  a  school  system  is  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  any  educational  program.  The  new  salary 
program  developed  by  the  Warren  School  Committee  is  an 
added  incentive  to  maintain  and  to  elevate  the  high  stand- 
ards of  the  teaching  staff.  The  dedication  and  fine  work 
being  done  by  the  teachers  in  the  Warren  and  West  Warren 
Public  Schools  deserves  commendation. 

Our  teaching  staff  has  improved  itself  professionally 
through  outside  study  and  through  in-service  training. 
Meetings  and  work  with  specialists  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion have  added  to  teacher  growth.  Courses  taken  by 
teachers  at  colleges,  universities  and  extension  courses  have 
added  to  professional  improvement.  At  the  present  the 
school  is  developing  a  curriculum  program  ranging  from 
Grade  1  through  Grade  12.  When  completed  it  is  expected 
that  the  needs  of  the  children  in  relation  to  content  taught 
and  methods  used  in  instruction  will  better  enable  the 
school  to  meet  pupil  needs. 
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The  maintenance  program  in  the  schools  has  added  to 
the  safety,  beauty  and  usefulness  of  both  the  East  and 
West  Schools.  Classrooms  have  been  decorated,  new  lights 
installed  in  two  classrooms,  wiring  repaired  and  new  wir- 
ing installed,  roofs  repaired,  new  plumbing  and  bubbler 
installed,  shower  drain  and  waste  area  completed,  new  locks 
and  crash  bars  installed  and  general  painting  are  but  to 
mention  some  of  the  improvements  and  repairs  made  in 
the  Warren  Schools.  Continual  maintenance  is  necessary  in 
any  school  system. 

The  development  of  the  school  band  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Mr.  Salvatore  A.  Paratore  is  worthy  of  spe- 
cial commendation.  Starting  with  nothing  less  than  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  the  schools  now  have  instrumental  in- 
struction and  a  band  which  is  a  co-part  of  the  vocal  part 
of  music  education.  A  program  to  uniform  the  band  should 
be  completed  in  1955. 

An  addition  to  the  physical  education  program  in  the 
schools  has  been  the  development  of  sports  teams  at  the 
West  Warren  School.  The  work  of  Mr.  Garfield  Norton, 
teacher-coach,  in  working  with  the  West  Warren  boys,  de- 
serves recognition. 

The  East  School,  elementary  and  secondary,  has  ex- 
panded its  physical  education  program.  Athletics  is  im- 
portant not  only  for  physical  development,  but  also  in 
developing  leadership,  ability  to  make  quick  decisions,  fair 
play,  teamwork  and  to  foster,  give  and  take,  which  is  all 
good  training  and  preparation  for  adult  living. 

An  immediate  need  in  the  Warren  School  is  adequate 
school  housing  facilities  on  both  the  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary levels.  The  School  Committee  is  inserting  an  arti- 
cle in  the  Town  Warrant  to  appoint  a  School  Building  Sur- 
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vey  Needs  Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  is 
to  survey  the  school  housing  problem  and  to  make  recom- 
mendation at  a  later  meeting. 

The  Public  Schools  of  the  United  States  now  house 
35,000,000  school  children.  With  the  school  population  in- 
creasing and  the  crest  of  the  peak  far  from  being  reached, 
school  housing  deserves  serious  consideration.  The  climb- 
ing school  enrollment  has  not  as  yet  started  to  reach  its 
peak  at  the  high  school  level. 

Every  attempt  should  be  made  in  Warren  to  meet  the 
school  housing  needs  satisfactorily  but  as  economically  as 
possible. 

The  single  aim  of  the  Warren  Public  Schools  is  to 
best  serve  the  boy  and  girl  whether  he  or  she  is  in  grade 
1  or  grade  12.  When  sight  is  never  lost  that  the  purpose  of 
all  connected  with  the  schools  is  to  do  the  best  for  every 
child  in  the  school,  progress  moves  on  unlimited. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  the  townspeople,  the  School  Committee  and  to 
the  personnel  of  the  Warren  Public  Schools  for  their  coop- 
eration and  helpful  guidance  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Principal

Dear  Mr.  Rose: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report 
as  Principal  of  Warren  High  School. 

During  this  calendar  year,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
many  preceding  years,  several  of  our  valued  faculty  capi- 
tulated to  the  offer  of  greater  financial  rewards  in  other 
schools.  After  having  served  for  eighteen  years  as  instruc- 
tor, coach,  leader,  and  friend  of  the  students  of  Warren 
High  School,  Mr.  John  E.  Rainka  was  enticed  away  from 
us  by  an  attractive  offer  from  the  Tantasqua  Regional 
School.  It  was  with  deep  regret  that  we  learned  of  Mr. 
Rainka's  decision.  His  service  to  Warren  has  been  out- 
standing. May  good  fortune  and  success  continue  to  be 
his  lot  in  his  new  position. 

Two  other  members  of  the  faculty  resigned.  Mr.  John 
Craig  was  attracted  away  from  us  by  Amherst  High 
School.  In  the  two  years  that  Mr.  Craig  was  here  he  did 
splendid  work  as  an  instructor  of  commercial  subjects,  as 
treasurer  of  the  High  School  Class  funds,  and  as  coach 
of  girls'  basketball.  Mr.  Roger  Hebert  resigned  at  the 
end  of  his  first  year  here  to  accept  a  teaching  and  coach- 
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ing  position  at  Auburn  High  School.  We  wish  for  each 
of  these  former  colleagues  every  happiness  in  their  new 
positions. 

So  again  in  September  thirty  per  cent  of  the  faculty 
were  new  and  beginning  teachers.  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  obtaining  replacements  who  are  thoroughly  trained  in 
their  respective  fields.  Mr.  Edward  Schlesinger,  a  resident 
of  Palmer,  a  graduate  of  the  New  Britain  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  Connecticut  and  an  experienced,  competent  drafts- 
man, has  taken  over  the  duties  formerly  assigned  to  Mr. 
Rainka.  Miss  Ruth  Ouellette  of  Brimfield,  a  graduate  of 
American  International  College  and  a  person  who  has  had 
practical  experience  in  office  work,  is  meeting  the  respon- 
sibilities formerly  carried  by  Mr.  Craig.  Mr.  William 
Gorman,  whose  home  is  in  Braintree,  Massachusetts,  a 
graduate  of  Suffolk  University  and  Boston  College,  is  Mr. 
Hebert's  successor  as  teacher  of  social  studies  and  coach 
of  boys'  athletics.  Policies  and  practices  which  encourage 
a  continuing  service  by  school  personnel,  will  pay  big  divi- 
dends educationally  for  Warren  High  School. 

To  those  devoted,  sincere  teachers  who  have  continued 
faithfully  and  unselfishly  to  serve  Warren  youth,  the  Town 
owes  a  debt  of  gratitude.  Because  they  are  dedicated  to 
their  work,  our  teachers  have  been  willing  to  refuse  more 
lucrative  positions  in  several  instances.  In  order  to  at- 
tract outstanding  young  men  and  women  into  the  teach- 
ing profession  in  Warren  and  in  other  communities,  great- 
er inducements  must  be  offered  both  financially  and  in 
community  and  parental  prestige. 

Much  good  work  has  been  accomplished  at  Warren 
High  School  during  the  calendar  year  of  1954.  Proof  of 
that  good  work  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  approximately 
forty  percent  of  the  class  of  1954  had  committed  them- 
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selves  by  graduation  to  more  training  beyond  high  school 
—  training  in  colleges,  technical  schools,  hospitals,  or 
business  schools.  In  general  the  faculty  has  striven: 

1.  To  improve  instruction  by  every  means  possible. 

2.  To  arrange  visits  to  as  many  worthwhile  places  as 
possible. 

3.  To  provide  varied  and  valuable  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivities for  as  many  students  as  possible. 

There  are  several  factors  which  merit  special  atten- 
tion by  parents  and  faculty  in  the  year  ahead. 

1.  In  these  days  of  television,  radio,  and  movies,  pro- 
ficiency in  reading  has  decreased  at  all  ages  throughout 
the  country.  As  our  civilization  becomes  more  complex 
and  technical,  successful  living  becomes  more  and  more 
dependent  on  one's  ability  to  absorb  ideas  from  the  print- 
ed page.  It  is  up  to  us,  as  parents  and  teachers,  to  en- 
courage more  good  reading  at  all  age  levels.  It  will  be 
our  endeavor  to  have  more  stress  put  on  reading  in  every 
high  school  class. 

2.  Success  in  any  school  beyond  the  elementary  grades 
is  dependent  on  careful,  regular  study  outside  of  school 
hours.  A  regular  time  and  place,  conducive  to  study 
should  be  arranged  in  the  home  for  every  high  school 
student.  The  modern  high  school  schedule  is  such  that 
every  student  should  study  an  hour  each  day  at  the  very 
least. 

3.  It  has  been  the  hope  of  the  writer  and  of  many 
other  people,  no  doubt,  that  the  Parent-Teachers  organi- 
zation might  again  become  active  in  Warren.  All  are  work- 
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ing  for  common  goals.  Teamwork  will  make  it  easier  to 
attain  those  goals. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  and  privilege  to  work  with 
all  the  people  who  are  dedicated  to  making  our  world 
a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

THIRTY  THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

In  our  report  for  1953,  it  was  called  to  your  attention 
that  the  South  pump  was  in  such  condition  that  it  was 
questionable  whether  it  would  be  wise  to  repair  it.  Dur- 
ing 1954  the  pump  has  been  partially  overhauled  by  Mr. 
Burnham  and  Mr.  Boutin,  and  is  in  a  lot  better  condition. 
More  work  is  being  done  on  it  as  time  permits.  We  now 
feel  that  this  pump  will  continue  to  give  service  for  a  long 
time  to  come. 

During  the  year,  the  board  bought  12,000  White  Pine 
seedlings,  averaging  16  inches  in  height,  at  a  cost  of  three 
cents  each  F.  0.  B.  Nursery.  These  were  set  out  on  the 
District  land  at  a  net  cost  of  $518.42. 

The  Board  has  made  some  study  of  pumping  costs, 
and  suggests  the  installation  of  a  Diesel  unit,  at  a  cost 
of  less  than  $4,000.00  This  would  replace  the  present 
engine  which  is  now  over  thirty  years  old,  on  the  North 
pump,  and  should  result  in  a  saving  of  up  to  30  percent 
in  power  costs.  An  article  on  this  will  be  found  in  the 
District  Warrant  for  the  annual  meeting,  for  your  deci- 
sion. 

During  the  year  we  pumped  45,000,000  gallons. 

Several  hydrants  have  been  relocated  during  the 
year.  This  has  been  done  to  eliminate,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  risk  of  their  being  broken  in  traffic  accidents. 

During  1954,  the  District  Real  Estate  Tax  was  dis- 
continued.  This  was  made  possible  by  retirement  of  the 
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original  Bond  Issue,  the  last  payment  being  in  1953. 

An  audit  was  made  of  the  Water  District  in  con- 
junction with  the  Town  audit  August  26,  1954  by  State 
Auditor's  and  on  October  1st,  their  report  to  the  Com- 
missioners was  such  that  all  accounts  were  in  order. 
Detailed  report  is  in  the  District  Office. 

A  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
District  appear  next.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  a 
sum  of  money  for  Town  Hall  repairs,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  a 
sum  of  money  to  Reserve  Account,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  School  Building 
Needs  Committee  of  seven,  to  be  selected  as  follows :  Three 
from  the  duly  elected  School  Committee;  three  from  the 
voters  at  large;  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  school  building  needs  of 
the  Town,  and  especially  whether  said  needs  should  be 
satisfied  by  a  building  or  buildings  for  the  sole  use  of  said 
Town  or  for  use  on  a  regional  basis,  and  instruct  said 
committee  to  report  to  the  Town  at  the  next  -Town  Meet- 
ing which  the  committee  deems  advisable,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.  for  general  school  improve- 
ments, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
present  By-Laws  by  inserting  the  following:  It  shall  be 
illegal  to  park  trucks  or  tractors  on  residential  streets  in 
Precincts  A  and  B,  Town  of  Warren,  between  the  hours 
of  11  :00  P.M.  and  6:00  A.M. 
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Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the 
Town  Road  Employees  one.  week  vacation  with  pay  each 
year,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  488,  General  Laws,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  fol- 
lowing accounts  in  trust,  the  income  of  the  same  to  be 
expended  for  the  perpetual  care  and  maintenance  of  burial 
lots  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  numbered  as  per  1909  Plan 
of  said  Cemetery  as  follows:

Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Warren.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the 
proportion  the  Town  will  pay  from  its  general  tax  levy 
of  the  cost  of  constructing,  operating  and  maintaining  a 
system  or  systems  for  the  collection  of  sewerage  and  for 
sewage  disposal  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion Seven  of  Chapter  275  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 


Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter 
275  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  said  Commissioners  to  serve  until 
the  election  of  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  as  pro- 
vided in  said  Section  3,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Sewer  Commissioners  to  establish  just  and  equitable 
annual  charges  for  the  use  of  common  sewers  which  shall 
be  paid  by  every  person  who  enters  his  particular  sewer 
therein.  The  money  so  received  to  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  not  included  in  the  general  tax  levy  and 
the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  such  sewers,  or  for  any  debt 
contracted  for  sewer  purposes,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 


Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out 
and  constructing  a  system  or  systems  of  common  sewers 
for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  Town  of  Warren,  with  such 
connections  and  other  works  as  may  be  required  for  a 
system  of  sewage  disposal;  and  determine  whether  the 
money  shall  be  provided  for  by  taxation  or  by  appropria- 
tion from  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  and  by  borrow- 
ing under  authority  of  Chapter  275  of  the  Acts  of  1951 
and  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.
